When this same cavalry gcnor 


id appeared to demand the surrender of 
'1'iidueiih he said in bin note to Colonel 
Hatch that, "if t have to storm ynur 
wnrksyou may expect no quarter.'1 Mr. 
(irceley closes his accouht of the mas- 
sacre by saying that, "If ever hiininn 
testimony over did or can establish any- 
thing, then this is proved a cuso of de- 
liberate, wholewile massacre of pri.snn- 
orn of war, after they had surrendered— 
many of them long after—nnd for Ihc 
naked reason that Home of them were. 
Muck, and others were lighting in black 
company." While "ex-president" Jef- 
ferson Davis (us the associated press 
agent styles him), Jacob Thompson, Mr. 
Uuuhaimn's secretary of the interior 
and others prominent in the Confederate 
ciuitic, are doing what they can to ele- 
vate the name of N. B. Forrofct into 
reputable memory, it is worth while to 
recall the infamy which gave him his 
chief reputation. The North may re- 
spoct the high purposes and courage of 
the men who "fought for their convic-
